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PREFACE 


The Final Status of Natural Resource Legislation in the 50th 
Montana Legislature provides a listing of environmental bills and 
resolutions introduced in 1987. 

It can be used as a research tool by legislators and others to evaluate 
developments in natural resource legislation and plan future legislation. 

The bills in the status are organized by subject, number and status (passed 
or killed). For each bill, the short title, long title, committee assignments 
and relevant votes are included. 

In the natural resource field, the 1987 Legislature focused on hazardous 
materials, coal tax rates, air quality, water adjudication, subdivisions, forest 
practices, and as always, fish and wildlife management. 

Although few hazardous waste programs were initiated, legislators 
worked to fine tune existing programs. The legislation that emerged led to 
some important changes. House Bills 760 and 777 established state 
capability to match federal clean-up money under the Superfund program. 
Another significant bill increased the regulation of hazardous waste transfer 
facilities, and HB 718 allocated 4 percent of resource indemnity trust 
revenues to clean up non-Superfund hazardous waste sites. 

The Montana Environmental Policy Act was changed by SB 184, which 
exempts permits to drill oil and gas wells from MEPA for 2 years and directs 
the Governor’s Office to manage the preparation of a programmatic 
environmental impact statement on behalf of the Board of Oil and Gas 
Conservation. The intent of the legislation is to examine the environmental 
effects of a typical oil and gas well in order to provide a basis for the Board 
of Oil and Gas Conservation to comply with MEPA when issuing drilling 
permits. 

House Bill 534, which changed Montana’s annual and twenty-four hour 
average standards for sulfur dioxide to the less stringent federal standards, 
passed both houses after lengthy, spirited debates. 

The stand-out water adjudication bill, HB 754, established priority basins 
for water adjudication, revised qualifications for water judges and, most 
significantly, resulted in the allocation of $75,000 to the Water Policy 
Committee for hiring a consultant to study Montana’s water adjudication 
process. 


Senate Bill 329 generally revised the Montana Natural Areas Act of 1974 
to provide for a natural areas “system.” Composed of federal, state, county, 
and private lands, the system will include an equitable representation of all 
the natural features found in Montana. 

An important bill that did not pass in 1987 concerned subdivisions. 
House Bill 809, which was tabled in committee, represented an effort by 
realtors, planners, environmentalists, surveyors and county commissioners, 
among others, to come to a consensus on the regulation of subdivision 
development on Montana. 

A forest practices act, HB 781, was also tabled in committee, but a related 
resolution passed. HJR 49 directed the Environmental Quality Council to 
study forest practices and watershed effects in Montana and to report to the 
5ist Legislature. 

The Environmental Quality Council prepared the Final Status of 
Natural Resource Legislation in the 50th Montana Legislature as a 
service to legislators and the public. The Montana Environmental Policy 
Act, enacted in 1971, charges the council with researching and reviewing 
state regulations and policies affecting Montana’s environment, and 
recommending measures to promote the general welfare of present and 
future generations of Montanans. For more information on EQC
